Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  to  you  my  third  and  last  Annual  Report, 
I  have  followed  Circular  No.  1650  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
The  Report  is  not  required  to  be  a  survey  report. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  are  very  satisfactory. 
The  birth  rate  is  slightly  above  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole, 
while  the  death  rate  is  lower  and  there  were  no  maternal  or 
infantile  deaths.  Too  favourable  conclusions  must  not  be 
drawn  owing  to  the  small  numbers  involved,  but,  it  is  the  first 
time  since  comparisons  with  the  figures  for  England  and 
Wales  have  been  given  that  all  the  statistics  have  been  better 
than  those  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

Housing  progress  was  slower  than  was  hoped  for,  but,  it 
is  expected  that  the  houses  for  displaced  persons  in  the  second 
group  of  clearance  areas  will  be  ready  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  survey  is  being  continued. 

The  new  swimming  bath  will  be  of  great  value  in  the 
maintaining  of  physical  fitness  among  the  population  of  both 
Borough  and  surrounding  districts. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  work  done  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector.  Without  his  conscientious  attention  to  his  duty 
my  report  could  not  have  shown  the  progress  that  it  does. 
My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Town  Clerk  and  Borough 
Surveyor  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance.

DUTIES  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  STAFF. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  is  restricted  from  private 
practice,  is  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  six  other  County  Districts, 
and  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer. 

In  his  latter  capacity  he  is  in  clinical  charge  of  the  tuberculosis 
dispensary  and  maternity  and  child  welfare  centre.  He  also  carries  out 
the  medical  inspection  of  the  schoolchildren  at  the  two  elementary 
schools  in  the  Borough  Parish  and  the  boys  at  the  Grammar  School. 
This  gives  the  greatest  co-ordination  possible  between  the  county  and 
district  work. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  a  full  time  official  and  devotes  all  his 
time  to  housing  and  sanitary  duties  except  for  work  as  Shops  In¬ 
spector.  There  is  a  clerk  in  his  department,  solely  engaged  on 
Sanitary  duties.  Certain  Corporation  workmen  are  available  when 
needed  for  disinfection  and  disinfestation,  cleaning  of  slaughterhouse 
and  other  like  duties. 

The  clerk  at  the  Area  Medical  Office  is  available  for  both  County 
and  District  work.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Borough  parish  is  urban,  there  are  no  large  works  and  the 
town  is  dependent  on  the  surrounding  agricultural  area.  The  indus¬ 
tries  are  ancillary  to  agriculture.  The  wage  levels  are  determined 
greatly  by  that  of  the  agricultural  workers.  House  rents  are  on  the 
whole  low,  as  is  essential  with  the  low  wage  level. 

The  Out-parish,  except  for  a  narrow  fringe  round  the  borough 
parish,  is  entirely  agricultural  and  the  problems  are  those  of  a  rural 
and  not  an  urban  community. 

PREVALENCE  OF  UNEMPLOYMENT. 

Unemployment  during  the  year  has  decreased  markedly.  This  is 
mainly  due  to  the  labour  absorbed  by  the  Ordnance  Factory  near 
Hereford.  A  good  deal  of  labour  is  in  addition  being  absorbed  by 
the  erection  of  the  new  swimming  baths  and  the  re-housing  programme 
for  slum  clearance. 

There  has  not  been  much  unemployment  among  farm  workers 
other  than  casual  workers.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA. 

Staff. — See  beginning  of  report. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  and  chemical  examinations  are  made  at  the  County 
and  City  Public  Health  Laboratory,  County  Offices,  Bath  Street, 
Hereford.  These  examinations  are  carried  out  free  of  charge  to  the 
County  Districts  which  is  of  great  value.  All  results  are  communicated 
both  to  the  private  practitioner  and  the  Area  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
so  that  action  may  be  taken  as  promptly  as  possible.  Special  exam¬ 
inations  such  as  virulence  tests  in  Diphtheria  are  carried  out  at 
Birmingham  or  Bristol  University  Laboratories.

Ambulance  Facilities. 

There  is  no  ambulance  maintained  by  the  Authority.  A  contribu¬ 
tion  is  made  to  the  motor  ambulance  maintained  by  the  British’ Red 
Cross  Society.  This  service  is  maintained  voluntarily  and  is  most 
efficient.  It  is  available  for  all  non-infectious  cases.  The  ambulance 
station  is  in  South  Street  (Tel.  No.  Leominster  121). 

Open  cases  of  tuberculosis  are  dealt  with  by  the  Herefordshire 
County  Council  ambulance  from  Nieuport  Sanatorium. 

Removal  of  cases  of  other  infectious  disease  are  dealt  with  by  the 
Hereford  Rural  District  Council  under  the  agreement  for  isolation 
accommodation. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(a)  General  Nursing. 

The  Leominster  Parish  Nurse  Society,  or  Nursing  Association, 
employs  two  nurse-midwives  who  cover  the  greater  part  of  the  district. 
Part  of  the  Ivington  district  is  served  by  the  Dilwyn  district  nurse. 

(b)  Infectious  Disease  Nursing. 

No  provision  is  made  for  the  nursing  of  these  diseases  in  the  home. 
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Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics,  Including  Clinics  Solely  for  Diagnosis 

or  Consultation. 

There  are  none  provided  by  the  Authority.  Under  the  County 
Council  schemes  there  are  two  clinics. 

A  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  held  on  alternate  Fridays  at  11  a.m. 

A  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  is  conducted  on  the  same 
days  at  2.0  p.m. 

Both  are  held  in  the  Cottage  Hospital  Hut,  but  in  different  rooms. 

The  nearest  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  is  at  the  Public  Assistance 
Institution,  Hereford. 

An  Orthopaedic  After-care  clinic  is  held  in  the  Cottage  Hospital 
Hut  on  Tuesdays.  This  clinic  is  conducted  purely  on  a  voluntary 
basis,  though  its  facilities  are  made  use  of  by  the  County  Council. 
Orthopaedic  Sisters  from  the  Shropshire  Orthopaedic  Hospital  attend 
every  meeting.  The  Consulting  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  attends  at 
intervals.  Cases  are  seen  at  other  times  at  Hereford.  Cases 
requiring  Hospital  treatment  are  admitted  to  the  Shropshire  Ortho¬ 
paedic  Hospital  (Robert  Jones  and  Agnes  Hunt). 

Hospitals. 

Public: — None  is  provided  by  the  Authority.  Sick  wards  at  the 
Public  Assistance  Institution  are  provided  by  the  County  Council. 

Voluntary: — Situate  in  the  Borough  is  the  Leominster  Cottage 
Hospital  which  was  enlarged  during  1937  and  now  in  1938  has  16  beds. 
The  administrative  accommodation  was  also  increased.  The  Hospital 
possesses  both  an  operating  theatre  and  X-ray  plant  and  carries  out 
a  most  useful  work. 

The  Hereford  General  Hospital  and  the  Victoria  Eye  Hospital  at 
Hereford  also  serve  the  district. 

The  Infectious  Disease  Hospital  is  at  Stretton  Sugwas  and  the 
Smallpox  Hospital  at  Bromyard,  both  available  under  an  arrange¬ 
ment  with  the  Hereford  Rural  District  Council. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

BOROUGH  SUPPLY. 

During  the  year  eleven  samples  were  taken  at  various  points  and 
examined  both  chemically  and  bacteriologically,  one  sample  only  gave 
a  result  other  than  B.  Coli  absent  in  lOOccs.  and  in  that  case  it  was 
absent  in  50ccs.  These  results  are  satisfactory,  but  close  watch  has 
also  to  be  kept  on  the  gathering  area  of  the  source.  The  quantity 
has  always  been  more  than  adequate.  Owing  to  unavoidable  scouring 
of  the  pipes  during  work  on  the  system  a  black  deposit  appeared  in 
the  water  at  some  parts  of  the  town,  but  this  proved  not  to  be  danger¬ 
ous  to  health. 

Increased  storage  capacity  was  provided  during  the  year  in  a  new 
high  level  reservoir. 
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SOURCES  OTHER  THAN  BOROUGH  SUPPLY. 

There  was  no  drought  in  1937  and  no  complaints  were  made  of 
shortage.  During  the  year  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the 
County  Laboratory.  Bacteriological  examinations  as  well  as  chemical 
analysis  were  made,  some  waters  being  submitted  to  both  tests  and 
some  to  only  one.  A  summary  of  the  results  is  given  below: —

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Application  has  now  been  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
sanction  to  a  loan  of  £14,600  for  such  works  and  a  local  inquiry  was 
held  on  March  30,  1938.  The  scheme  provides  for  treatment  by 
settlement  and  sedimentation  together  with,  if  necessary,  chemical 
treatment.  There  will  be  no  bacteria  bed  treatment. 

The  position  along  the  Baron’s  Cross  Road  should  be  carefully 
watched  as  there  is  no  main  drainage  and  there  is  a  considerable 
development  actual  and  proposed  of  modern  houses  which  are  drain¬ 
ing  to  septic  tanks  with  soakaways  of  various  types. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

Except  for  the  main  sewage  outfall  there  is  no  marked  pollution. 
The  stream  in  Mill  Street  and  Bridge  Street  which  depends  for  its 
flow  mainly  on  the  working  of  the  mills  at  times  becomes  a  nuisance. 
The  Lugg  Drainage  Board  is  understood  to  have  this  matter  under 
consideration. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

This  is  detailed  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report,  but  attention 
is  drawn  to  the  amount  of  common  usage  and  the  large  number  of 
the  long  hopper  type  which  is  insanitary  itself  and  generally  has 
a  wooden  surround  which  it  is  almost  impossible  to  keep  thoroughly 
clean. 

The  privies  and  pail  closets  are  in  the  out-parish  where  con¬ 
ditions  are  really  rural. 


Public  Cleansing. 

Controlled  tipping  has  been  continued  at  the  public  tip  with 
satisfactory  results,  and  there  is  now  no  nuisance  resulting.  A 
gassing  machine  is  used  on  occasions  to  keep  down  the  number  of 
rats. 

Collections  in  the  borough  parish  take  place  once  or  twice  weekly 
according  to  the  locality.  In  the  out-parish  there  is  no  public  collec¬ 
tion,  though  certain  houses  have  the  refuse  removed  by  the  Council 
for  a  yearly  charge.  These  houses  are  those  just  fringing  the  borough 
parish. 
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SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report  is  given  below,  and  includes  his 
comments  on  certain  matters. 

To  The  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Councillors 
of  the  Borough  of  Leominster. 

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  third  Annual 
Report.  Although  no  houses  have  been  built  during  the  year 
the  housing  problem  is  very  acute.  A  large  percentage  of 
working  class  houses  are  old  and  worn  out,  dark  and  damp, 
and  lacking  in  amenities ;  many  are  built  on  too  low  and  damp 
sites ;  movement  of  the  population  is  also  restricted  due  to 
insufficiency  in  number  of  working  class  houses,  and  bad 
conditions  have  to  be  accepted  by  young  and  aged.  Abatement 
of  overcrowding,  and  the  provision  of  houses  for  aged  persons, 
would  improve  the  position.

HOUSING. 

No  houses  have  been  built  during  the  year,  although  it  was 
anticipated  in  the  last  report  that  progress  would  be  made  in  this 
direction.  At  least  300  houses  are  required  for  displacement  of 
tenants  from  unfit  houses  and  for  abatement  of  overcrowding. 
Nothing  tangible  has  been  done  in  reference  to  overcrowding,  though 
Leominster  Borough  was  the  first  with  Hie  overcrowding  survey 
reports.  In  the  report  of  1936  it  was  recorded  that  104  houses 
had  been  advocated  for  clearance;  tabulated  data  in  respect  of  these 
houses  has  been  ready  since  1936,  but  the  envisaged  public  inquiry 
stage  has  not,  as  yet,  been  reached.  During  the  month  of  October, 
however.  Clearance  Orders  were  approved  in  respect  of  115  houses,  and 
it  is  anticipated  that  the  final  stages  will  be  reached  early,  in  the  year 
1938.  Although  it  would  appear,  on  a  percentage  basis,  that  a  good 
proportion  of  houses  was  being  dealt  with,  sight  must  not  be  lost 
of  the  fact  that,  in  general.,  the  housing  conditions  of  the  working 
classes  in  the  Borough  Proper  are  exceedingly  poor;  a  great  number 
of  working  class  houses  are  very  old  (one  to  several  centuries),  worn 
out,  badly  arranged,  and  lacking  in  amenities;  many  are  built  on  low 
and  damp  sites.  At  least  a  further  100  to  150  houses  could  be  dealt 
with  under  Clearance  Orders.  The  Borough  Proper,  wherein  are 
situate  a  very  large  number  of  old  unfit  houses,  has  a  population  of 
round  about  4,000,  and  the  ownership  of  properties  within  the  Borough 
is,  in  the  main,  vested  in  persons  residing  within  the  Borough.  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  32  houses  only  have  been  built  under  the  5-years’ 
programme,  it  would  appear  that,  unless  a  rapid  speeding  up  is  made. 
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completion  of  the  building  or  clearance  programme  cannot  be  achieved 
by  December,  1938,  and  the  hope  is  expressed  that,  as  far  as  Leo¬ 
minster  is  concerned,  the  existing  subsidy  basis  will  be  extended  in 
order  that  the  working  classes  may  be  re-housed  in  comfortable  and 
happy  homes  at  cheap  rentals:  the  rentals  of  the  aforesaid  32  houses 
are :  2-bedroomed  type,  4s. ;  3-bedroomed  type,  4s.  6d. ;  4-bedroomed 
type,  5s.

HOUSING. 

The  full  statistics  are  given  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report. 
There  is  still  a  considerable  amount  of  leeway  to  make  up  in  the' 
inspection  of  houses  but  there  are  now  a  considerable  number  which 
have  been  fully  inspected  and  are  ready  for  representation  to  the- 
Council  when  the  inquiry  into  the  present  areas  has  been  conducted. 

Though  little  was  done  by  means  of  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers) 
Acts  in  1937,  during  1938  several  applications  have  been  made  and 
grants  have  been  sanctioned. 
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SWIMMING  BATHS. 

As  reported  for  1935  the  public  open  air  swimming  bath  was  closed 
•owing  to  the  impurity  of  the  water  supply,  and  there  are  no  private 
swimming  pools  in  the  district. 

During  the  year  authority  was  obtained  for  the  erection  of  a 
modern  swimming  pool  and  at  the  time  of  writing  it  is  nearly  com¬ 
pleted.  When  the  bath  is  completed  the  Borough  will  have  a  very  fine 
games  and  sports  centre  in  the  Sydonia  Recreation  Ground. 

The  completed  bath  will  be  100  feet  long  by  35  feet  wide,  the  \vater 
depth  at  the  shallow  end  being  2  feet  6  inches  and  at  the  deep  end 
6  feet,  the  deepest  portion  being  17  feet  6  inches  from  this  end  and 
the  depth  8  feet  6  inches. 

The  water  will  be  drawn  from  the  town  supply  and  its  safety  during 
use  is  maintained  by  circulation  through  a  filtration  plant.  Gross 
contamination  is  guarded  against  as  far  as  possible  by  the  provision 
of  foot  splashes  through  which  bathers  are  compelled  to  pass  by  the 
construction  of  the  approach  to  the  pool  and  its  surround.  This  sur¬ 
round  is  separated  from  spectators  by  a  railing.  Water  escapes  from 
the  pool  through  the  scum  channels  and  passes  to  the  filtration 
plant  where  it  is  strained,  filtered  and  treated  with  coagulants,  the 
water  is  also  sterilised  by  means  of  chorine.  Excess  of  chlorine  and 
bad  effects  from  it  are  obviated  by  also  adding  ammonia  the  whole 
process  being  known  as  “  chloramination.”  The  plant  is  warranted 
by  the  suppliers  to  keep  the  water  within  the  standards  laid  down 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  whole  contents  of  the  bath  are 
treated  every  six  hours  when  the  plant  is  working  to  capacity,  and 
the  disinfectant  action  is  continued  for  some  time  after  the  water 
has  passed  back  to  the  pool.  Full  provision  has  thus  been  made  to 
ensure  safety  for  the  health  of  the  bathers.  A  bacteriological  control 
of  the  water  when  in  use  is  also  to  be  instituted. 

The  pool  is  at  present  unheated  but  the  plant  has  been  so  designed 
that  if  demand  justifies  it  the  necessary  extra  plant  can  be  installed 
at  a  minimum  of  expense. 

Cubicles  are  provided  for  undressing  and  dressing  but  between 
these  clothes  are  placed  in  lockers  on  the  Hanger  System. 


PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  there  were  notified  twenty-four  cases  of  infectious 
disease,  the  same  number  as  in  1936.  The  cases  comprised  eight  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  four  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  of  Acute  Influenzal 
Pneumonia,  two  of  Diphtheria  and  of  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia,  one 
each  of  Puerperal  Fever,  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  Erysipelas,  and  of  Non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

Diphtheria : 

Two  cases  of  this  disease  occurred.  Both  were  of  a  very  mild 
type  and  were  unrelated  to  each  other.  No  source  of  infection  could 
be  found. 
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Scarlet  Fever: 

Of  the  eight  cases  of  this  disease  one  case  was  notified  in  July,, 
one  in  August,  three  in  October  and  three  in  November. 

The  cases  were  sporadic  in  nature  except  where  infection  had 
occurred  in  the  home.  Two  cases  were  subsequent  to  an  earlier  case 
in  the  house,  and  the  infecting  case  was  only  found  when  the 
secondary  case  was  notified.  Apart  from  these  cases  no  history  of  sore 
throat  was  elicited  from  contacts.  The  diagnosis  in  one  case  was 
doubtful. 

There  was  no  spread  from  the  cases  nursed  at  home  but  complica¬ 
tions  occurred  in  one  case  where  the  home  conditions  were  bad  and 
removal  was  refused,  the  father  giving  up  his  work  in  preference. 

Puerperal  Fever: 

This  case  was  removed  to  the  Hereford  General  Hospital  under 
the  County  Council  Scheme  and  recovered. 

The  case  occurred  during  July.  From  October  1st  Puerperal  Fever 
ceased  to  be  notifiable  as  such  but  notifiable  as  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia: 

This  case  was  not  one  of  puerperal  infection,  the  temperature  being 
due  to  a  chronic  lung  condition  antecedent  to  the  confinement  and 
even  the  pregnancy. 

Influenza: 

In  common  with  the  rest  of  the  country  true  influenza  was 
prevalent  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  There  were  four  cases  of 
Influenzal  Pneumonia  all  notified  during  January.  Of  these  two  died. 

Chickenpox : 

There  was  a  small  outbreak  of  this  disease  at  Ivington,  for  which 
the  School  was  closed  by  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

Disinfection : 

The  importance  of  dealing  with  contacts  and  the  value  of  soap  and 
water  are  impressed  on  the  people  in  the  house.  Disinfection  by 
formalin  lamps  and  spraying  is  carried  out,  but,  is  not  pressed.

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ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

During  1937  four  cases  from  the  District  were  admitted  to  the 
Credenhill  Isolation  Hospital  under  the  agreement.  No  cases  have 
been  refused  admission,  but,  on  occasion  we  have  had  to  wait  while 
it  was  ascertained  whether  there  was  a  vacant  bed. 

The  present  arrangement  is  that  the  'Hospital  is  owned  and 
worked  by  the  Hereford  Rural  District,  which  also  rents  the  old  Brom¬ 
yard  Isolation  Hospital  as  a  Smallpox  Hospital.  Leominster  Borough 
retains  two  beds.  The  retaining  fee  is  £15  per  bed.  The  Council  is 
only  entitled  to  have  the  number  of  patients  in  hospital  for  which  beds 
are  retained.  The  only  two  diseases,  other  than  Smallpox,  in  the 
agreement  are  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria,  moreover  they  must  not 
be  complicated  on  admission  by  having  been  in  contact  with  or,  what 
is  even  more  important,  by  being  actual  sufferers  from  some  other  in¬ 
fectious  disease.  The  hospital  authorities  have  always,  but  as  an  act  of 
grace,  taken  in  other  infections  such  as  Typhoid  Fever,  Cerebro¬ 
spinal  Fever,  and  the  like.  They  have,  also,  not  insisted  on  the  num¬ 
ber  of  patients  being  limited  and  as  many  as  six  cases  have  been  in 
hospital  from  one  District  at  one  time.  No  attempt  has  been  made 
to  obtain  extra  payment  for  these  cases,  maintenance  charges  being 
the  same  as  for  those  cases  covered  by  the  retaining  fee. 

The  facts  are  quite  definite  as  regards  the  present  arrangements 

(a)  The  number  of  beds  available  under  the  agreement  for  each 
authority  is  inadequate. 

(b)  The  diseases  treated  under  the  agreement  are  too  limited. 
The  inability  to  obtain  accommodation  for  complicated  cases  of 
measles,  whooping  cough  and  influenza  was  mentioned  in  last  year’s 
report. 

The  use  of  a  common  hospital  has  proved  its  worth  in  more  beds 
being  available  for  a  given  authority  at  a  given  time  than  would  have 
been  the  case  if  provision  had  been  made  in  a  small  hospital  for  that 
authority  only. 

The  importance  of  having  definite  arrangements  for  the  treatment 
of  all  infectious  diseases  cannot  be  overstressed.  Delay  through 
having  to  find  or  improvise  accommodation  may  seriously  jeopardise 
the  chances  of  recovery  of  the  patient. 


TUBERCULOSIS.

In  the  Annual  Report  for  1936  it  was  advised  that  hospital  accom¬ 
modation  for  cases  of  infectious  disease  other  than  diphtheria  or  scarlet 
fever  was  required  and  this  would  apply  to  cases  where  complications 
involving  the  eyes  arose.
